tal as was this storm at S6. Thomas, it 
was far less destructive to human 
life 


than many that have occurred in the 
West India seas. Tho great hurricane 
of 1780 destroyed six thousand persons 
at Santa Lucia,.five'thousand at StT 
Eustatia, and ten, thousand at Marti- 
nique. Part of this great mortality was 
due to an earthquake at the time, and 
part to the hugo sea waves which rolled 
over the towns. Hurricanes of this se- 
vere nature rarely, visit our northern 
shores 
They take their startgcnerally 


from the islands nearest the northeastern 
corner of South America, and travel in 
a tolerably regular and almost parabolic 
curve, first to the northwest, then' past 
the coast of Florida towards the north', 
and afierwards bearing more to tho east, 
parallel to our coast, emerge again on 
tho Atlantic near the banks of New- 
foundland. 
They travel at rates vary- 


ing from two-to seven hundred 
per day, for a distance sometimes ex- 
ceeding four thousand miles. They 
have a limited breadth of from one to 
four hundred miles, and within the lim- 
its of their path they move with so much 
.system and regularity that with a few 
data we nfay almost tell, by calculation 
the exact details of their course.
